Washington, D. C., May 18.—The full 
text of the declaration of principles 
adopted by the conference of governors 
todey is as follows: 

“We, the governors of the states and 
territories of the United States of Amer- 
ica, in conference assembled, do here- 
by declare the conviction that the great

Armours Said to Be Planning Coup 
in England. 

London, May !5.—Charles W. Bower- 
man, who represents the meat market 
district in the house of commons, 
notified Winston Churchill, president of 
the board of trade, of his intention to 
question him in the house May !86 re- 
garding what steps he proposes to take 
to prevent the Armours, of Chicago, from 
establishing in this country retail 
stores for the purpose of supplying 
meat direct to the consumer.

San Francisco, May 15.—Another 
change in the command of the Atlantic 
fleet of battleships Occurred today 
when the flag of Rear Admiral Chas. 
M. Thomas were lowered from the Con- 
necticut, where it has floated for six 
days as the emblem of the command- 
er-in-chief, and also where it flew for 
many weeks as a signal of “senior 
officer present’’ when Admiral Thomas 
was acting for Admiral Evans during 
the latter’s enforced absence from the 
fleet soon after its arrival at Magda- 
lena Bay. 

The customary salute of !3 guns 
were fired as the double-starred square 
of blue bunting was lowered and the 
long naval career of pdmiral Thomas, 
covering a period of nearly .47 years, 
was ended. Admiral Thomas does not 
retire until October next, but he will 
immediately go on leave and have no 
further active connection with the 
naval establishment. After he retires 
the admiral intends to spend two 
years abroad while his youngest 
daughter is at school in Switzerland. 

Soon after the Thomas flag was 
lowered Rear Admiral Chas. S. Sperry, 
up to this time the commander of the 
fourth division of the fleet, hauled 
down his subordinate flag on the Ala- 
bama and proceeded to the Connecticut 
to establish headquarters on that bat- 
tleship. As soon as the flag was hoist- 
ed on the Connecticut every ship in 
the fleet fired a salute in its honor. 
Admiral Sperry will retain command 
of the fleet during the remainder of 
its voyage back to Hampton Roads. 

Both official and social duties In- 
cident to the exchange of courtesies 
with home and foreign authorities on 
the voyage from Hampton Roads de- 
volved upon Admiral Thomas, the ill- 
ness of Admiral Evans making it im- 
possible for him to be about after the 
fleet sailed from Trinidad, the first of 
tne southern stopping places.

ination of expert medical witnesses ja, ' 


an endeavor to show that Harry K. 
Thaw is sane was begun here late to- 
day by Thaw’s counsel in the habeas 
corpus proceedings instituted to free 
him from confinement at the Mattea- 
wan Asylum for the Criminal Insane, 
where he was lodged at the conclusion 
of his trial for the killing of Stanford 
White. 

Dr. George W, Jacoby, qualifying as 
&4n expert, said that he had examined 
Thaw twice during his stay at Mattea- 
wan. He had found Thaw, he said, 
logical, with good memory and capable 
of following an argument. He gave it 
as his unqualified opinion that Thaw 
Was sane at present. 

Dr. iGareme Hammond, another e- 
pert on mental diseases, the last wit- 
ness of the session, declared that Thaw 
was not a paranoiac; in his opinion he 
was sane now. 

An interesting development of the 
day was the quoted report of A. Rus- 
Sel Peabody, of Thaw’s counsel, that 
Thaw would go on the witness stand. 
Two experts called by Mr. Jerome 
earlier in the day testified that in their 
opinion Thaw was an incurable para- 
nolac and that his release would be 
dangerous to public safety.

New York, May !6.—The cotton mauar- 
ket had a very nervous and irregular 
Gay, a sharp early advance being lost 
during the middie session, after which 
there was a rally led by the new crop 
months, with the close steady, net 3 
points lower to 15 points higher. Sales 
were estimated at 400,000 bales. 

The opening was firm, at unchanged 
prices to an advance of 9 poiuts, owing 
to better cables than expected and the 
continued large English spot sales. 
There was a good deal of irregularity 
Guring the early session, but in spite 
of heavy selling by recent buyers, the 
market worked higher, on bullish spot 
advices and the continued firmness of 
the English market. After selling at 
9.72 for July and 9.16 for October, or 
18 to 24 points net higher, however, 
the market weakened under continued 
pressure of long cotton, and during the 
early afternoon July broke sharply to 
9.36, or i383 points net lower, and 
points below the high level of Thursday. 
New crop months followed the decline 
rather slowly, and around the closing 
prices of last night were steadied by 
covering, while in the late session these 
months showed a tendency to lead an 
sdvance and, notwithstanding favorable 
weather reports and forecasts, showed 
anet gain of from !0 to 15 points at 
the close, while near positions were | 
to 3 points net lower.

STUCK MARKET 


SHOWS STRAIN 


In Prolonged Movement 
One Direction, 


Market Gives Evidence That Task 
of Sustaining Prices Is Be- 
coming Burdensome,

New York, May !8.—Today'’s stock 
market showed rather distinctly the 
growth of that strain which must ac- 
company a prolonged movement of 
prices in one direction, whether the 
movement has simply reached an ade- 
quate level to represent truly the new 
basis of values or has overrun it.

Rumors continued to play some part 
in the market, some having to do with 
political questions and alleging as- 
surances to financial interests from 
political agents that accounted for the 
tone of increased confidence in the stoc K 
market of late. 

Forecasts of the bank statement in- 
dicated a possibility of some decline tn 
the strength of position of the banks. 
The takings of cash from the market, 
On account of the withdrawals of gov- 
ernment deposits and of gold exports, ap- 
parently have outweighed the inflow of 
cash from interior points for the first 
time in many weeks, promising some 
#¢mall decrease in the cash item in tomor- 
row’s bank statement. Consideration 
must be given, also, in the money mar- 
ket outlook to the prospective with- 
drawal week after week of another 
$25,000,000 of government deposits.

First National Asset, 


“The first national asset is to »e 
found in the life of the people, as Mr. 
Mitchell very properly, pointed out: the 
importance of safeguarding the life, the 
limbs and the health of those who ars 
engaged in converting the nation’s nat- 
ural resources into material wealth. I 
would go a step farther and say that 
we could well afford to include in the 
appropriations made by congress a sum 
sufficient to carry on necessary inves- 
tigations into the cause of diseases, na- 
tional in their scope, and to stimulate 
the search for remedies which would 
add to the life, health and usefulness 
the whole population.”’ 
“T was surprised at the statistics 
given in regard to our coal and iron 
ore. While it is possible that new cogl 
and new ore beds may be 

we cannot afford to base 
our conduct upon speculations as to 
what may yet be discovered. We 
should begin an intelligent supervision 
and conservation of that which is 
known to exist, and I respectfully sub- 
mit that it is worth while to ask our- 
selves whether we can afford to offer 
a bounty to those who are engaged 
in exhausting the supply of raw ma- 
terials, which, when gone, cannot be 
replaced.

if there is any importation 
which we can properly encourage by 
a free list it is the importation of 
those raw materials of which our 
own supply is limited. And what I say 
in regard to coal and iron ore its equal- 
lv applicable to timber. It {fs hardly 
oonsistent to discourage the impor- 
¢ation of lumber, while we worry 
about the devastation of our forests. 
Few of us probably are conseious of 
the impairment of the crop value of 
our soil. I am sure that a clear un- 
derstanding of this subject will lead 
to a still further enlargement of the 
work of the department of agriculture 
and to still closer cooperation between 
the department of agriculture and the 
states in teaching economical methods 
of agriculture. 
Irrigation and Forestry. 

“Irrigation has justified the argu- 
ments which led to the inauguration 
of the work. No one who has wit- 
nessed the transformation of the desert 
field and garden can doubt the 
wisdom of the steps that have been 
taken. Here, as elsewhere, both the 
nation and the state can find field for 
legitimate activity and I am syre that 
there will be a continuation of thts 
work until all of the waters which can 
be utilized for that purpose have been 
applied. 

The same principle which pas in- 
voked in support of ftrrigation can be 
invoked in support of drainage. The 
question is not whether the water 
should be brought up on the land or 
taken off the land; it is whether the 
land shall be made tillable and its 
wealth-producing qualities utilized. 
Drainage of the camps is, therefore, as 
legitimate a work as the reclamation 
of arid wastes. 

“No subject has been brought out 
more preminently at this conference 
than the subject of forestry. Our use

of lumber is enough, but as immense; ing 


{quiring less iron and less coal in pro- 


‘Norfolk 


as would be the inconvenience and loss 
caused by the absence of lumber, the 
consequence of the statement of our 
forests would be still more disastrous 
to the nation. 

“As has been shown, the timber on 
our mountain ranges protects our 
water supply not to speak of changes 
in climate which might follow the de- 
nuding of our mountains, the loss to 
the irrigated country could not be 
remedied and the damage to the 
streams could not be calculated, and if 
this is not enough to arouse all, I may 
edd that the destruction of the forests 
on the mountain range would, in time, 
impair the underflow upon which we 
rely for our well water. The good 
effects of this conference are already 
apparent in the determination ex- 
pressed by several governors to at 
once appoint §fnr- : 
and begin such work as the state can 
do. In this case action is so urgent 
and the field to be covered so large 
that both the nation and the several 
states can exercise themselves to the 
full, without danger of going too 
much. 

Interior Waterways. 


“Lastly, Ecome to our interior water- 
ways. I shall not defend the improve- 
ment of these waterways on the 
ground that much improvement would 
help to regulate the railroad rates, al- 
though it would aid regulation, for 
whenever the people are ready they 
will exercise the power which they 
have. But water traffic is less ex- 
pénsive than traffic by rail and there 
are many commodities which can be 
transported much cheaper by water 
than they possibly could be carried on 
land. I believe it has been estimated 
that an expenditure of $8500,000,000 on 
interior waterways would result in a 
saving of nearly $200,000,000 annually. 

If this saving were equally divided 
between the producers and the con- 
sumers it would be an é¢normouse profit, 
to both and Mr. Carnegie hae pointed 
out that water transportation by re- 


portion to the freight carried, would 
enable us to postpone the exhausting | 
of our iron mines and our coal beds. 

“The development of water trans- 
portation ts essentially a national 
project because the water courses run 
by and through many states. It has 
been pointed out {t would be possible | 
for the states to do a certain amount 
of developing along this line if they 
were permitted to avail themselves of 
the use of the water power that could 
be developed. 

“Just a word in conclusion about an 
investment in permanent improve- 
ments. Money spent in care for the 
life and health of the people, in pro- 
tecting the soil from erosion and from 
exhaustion in preventing waste in the 
use of minerals of limited supply, in 
the reclamation of deserts and of 
swamps, and in the preservation of 
forests still remaining and the re- 
planting of denuded _ tracts, money 
invested in those and in the develop- 
ment of waterways and in the deep- 
ening of harbors is an investment 
yielding an annual return. 

“If any of these expenditures fail to 
bring a return at once the money ex- 
pended is like a bequest to those who 
come after us. And &@ the parent lives’ 
for his children as well as for him- 
self, so the citizen provides for the 
future as well as for the present. This 
gathering will be remembered by fu- 


ture generations because they, as well 
as ourselves, will be the recipients of 
the benefits which will flow from this 
conference. 

“We have all been strengthened by 
communion together, our vision has 
been enlarged and the enthusiasm here 
aroused will permeate every state and
